Announce Instructions 
For Unemployed Workers 


The Bristol Office of the Pen nay I- j 
vania State Employment Service of 
the Bureau of Employment and Un­ 
em ployment Compensation has re­ 
ceived the following instructions 
from Dr. Frank P. Maguire, district 
m anager, to be followed in deter­ 
mining the eligibility of w orkers for 
unem ployment com pensation bene­ 
fits under the Pennsylvania la w 
who are currently unemployed as a 
result of the work stoppage in the 
steel industry. 
The ruling as originally estab­ 
lished by A. J. Caruso, executive 
director. Bureau of Employment and 
Unemployment Compensation, sets 
forth that the work stoppage was 
caused by a message sent out by 
the president of the United S teel­ 
w orkers of America (CIO), Philip 
M urray, authorising a work stop­ 
page commencing 12:01 a. in., O cto-. 
ber I, 194$. This ruling will affect j 
not only those steel w orkers who 
are mem bers of the United Steel­ 
w orkers of America (CIO), but also 
those persona In the same grade or 
class as the steel workers, but who 
sre not member* of th at organisa­ 
tion. 
In accord with the ruling, the 
decision Is ss follows: 
1. T hat the members of the United 
Steelw orkers 
of 
America. 
((’IO) 
Initiated the work stoppage volun­ 
tarily in the Steel Industry begin­ 
ning October I, 1949. 
2. T hat the unem ploym ent of any 
such union members and any others 
In the sam e grade or class is not 
com pensable or allow able for a 
w aiting 
week 
credit within 
the 
m eaning of Section 402 (d) of the 
Pennsylvania Unemployment Com­ 
pensation Law. 
3 In like m anner, claim ants for 
Servicem en's R eadjustm ent Allow­ 
ances sre Ineligible under Section 
800 (b) of the GI Bill. 
This ruling does not 
apply 
to 
Adm inistrative, Supervisory, 
and 
Clerical w orkers not mem bers of 
the United Steelw orkers of America 
(CIO) and not otherw ise partici­ 
pating and Interested In the work 
stoppage. 
Francis L. Mathews, Local Office 
Manager, states that decisions on 
claim s already flied will be made in 
accordance with this ruling. W ork­ 
ers of the Adm inistrative, Super­ 
visor. and Clerical groups not m em­ 
bers of the Union and not otherw ise 
participating, or interested in the 
Work stoppage, may now file their 
claim s at the local office.
